In the construction of the

manding position upon the summit of 
adjacent mountains.

able to cope with the flames, which 
spread quickly lo the Mygvttt block.

Barlram, remained

buard uniil Ihe flames drove -her from 
the building'. From the Myg-att build-

ing to building until checked. Twenty 
different buildings were on fire at one 
time. The people of the village fear- 
ed that the entire 
place 
would 
be 


burned and many moved their house- 
hold goods to. the large green in the 
center of the town.

sistance and an engine was sent at 
10:30. Upon arrival at New Milford 30 
minutes later it was dragged from the 
car and through the streets by many 
men, without waiting for horses.

other. Every building- on it but one

Hotel, on Main

largest hostelry, was afire. A number

The streams from 
the fire engine cut the fire off at both 
of these points after two Ivours1 work.
